A RAILROAD VICTORY. 


THE SENATE REFUSES TO TAKE UP THE 
ANTI-POOLING BILL. 


Senater Castleman’s Terminal Facilities 
Measure Shares the Same Fate—Tho 
Militia Bill Progressing in the House— 
Passage of SenatorJacobs’ Conptitu- 
tional Convention Resolution—Proceed- 
ings of the Missouri Legislature. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspaTcH. 

JEFFERSON CiTr, Mo., March 8.—The defeat 
ofthe joint and concurrent resolution pro- 
viding for the submission of the Sedalia Capl- 
tal removal amendment has not by any man- 
ner of means routed the Sedalia lobby. 
While they will make no further attempt to 
get their resolution through, they will ail 
remain on the ground forthe purpose of de- 
feating the bill appropriating $250,000 for the 
improvement of the present capitol building. 
The appropriation idea does not seem popu- 
lar amongthe members, and the Sedalians 
anticipate little difficulty in defeating the bill. 

THE MILITIA BILL. 

Lieut. E. C. Crowder, military instructor at 
the University at Columbia, is here lobbying 
for the militia bill. Hebelieves that it would 
bea good idea to have Maj. Dick Gentry anda 
number of other old Democratic country war 
horses, who are known to favor the measure, 
come to the front and declare themselves 
in public as indorsing it and recommending its 


passage. 

Ina preliminary skirmish over the militia 
bill, this morning, the friends of the measure 
obtained a yictory which, in view of the stand 
of the opposition, may be taken as significant 
of the growing favor of the biil and of its final 
passage. There isnolonger any question that 
the more thoroughly the bill is understood, 
the better are its chances of success. The fear 
ofan early adjournment and the consequent 
rush of legislation, led Mr. Harry Shaw of Ste. 
Genevieve, to call up the bill this morning. 

‘*I move that the rules be suspended,’’ said 
he, ‘‘and that the militia bill be taken up for 
consideration.’’ Mr. Moore of Laclede op- 
posed the motion, claiming that the business 
of the House would not permit. He said that 
there were a large number of other bills en- 
titled to justas much cunsideration as the 
militia bill, and he thought it unjust to dis- 
criminate. Mr. Shaw madeabriet speech in 
reply, and the ‘motion to suspend 
the rules prevailéd by a 
78 yeas to 89 nays. Mr. 
made the point that the vote had 
not been correctly counted by the clerk. The 
ballot was gone over again and the clerk’s re- 
turn was sustained. 

‘‘Inow move that the militia bill be made 
the special order of business for 2 o’clock 
next Wednesday afternoon,’’ said Mr. Shaw. 

‘*Yaes and nays’’ yelled Mr. Moore, but 
the Speaker put the question and ona viva 
voce vote, the motion prevailed and the bill 
was made the special order. 

THY RAILRVADS TRIUMPHANT. 

The railroads swept the flieldinthe Senate 
to-day, carrying before them everything of 
importance relating to the anti-pooling and 
the Castieman terminal facilities bills. As 
stated in the PostT-DISPATCH  yester- 
the contest has been trans- 

to the Senate, and from this 
out will be fought there bitterly tothe end of 
the session. A sufficient number of Senators 
are classed as ‘‘doubtful’’ to control the ac- 
tion of the Upper House, and it is these mem- 
bers that both sides are concerned about. 
The sine die adjournment resolution, now 
pending, is believed to be part of the plan 
of the railway lobbyist to hasten and confuse 
legislation to the end that trickery of a 
parliamentary nature may be more freely in- 
duiged in. This morning Senator Harmon 
renewed his motion to make the anti- 

ooling railroad bill the special order 
or ll o’clock to-day forthe purpose of hayv- 
ing itread a third time and taken up for pass- 
age. There was little discussion of the mo- 
tion, and friends of the bill thought it would 
prevail, but they were surprised to find, after 


roll call, that it had been defeated. The Sen- 
ators voted as follows:

When Senator Castleman’s bill regulating 
the use of terminal tracks and switches and 
increasing the terminal facilities, cameup in 
regular order for third reading and passage, 
Senator Parcher moved to pospone further 
consideration of the bill until 2 o’clock next 
Tuesday afternoon. Senator Castieman made 
a brief but characteristically caustic speech, 
in which he reflected upon the honesty of pur- 
pose of some of his colleagues. He then con- 
sented that the bill should go over, but stated 
that he did so because he was powerless to 
prevent it. 

WHAT IT ALL MEANS. 

The action of the Senate on bothof these 
bills shows that within the past few days the 
railroads have exerted their infinence to its 
utmost to good purpose. While on its face it 
does not bear a railrosd stamp, Senator 
Parcher’s motion to postpone Castieman’s 
bill is looked upon with suspicion Dy 
the anti-railroad men and the honorable 
Senator’s vote against immediate considera- 
tion of the internal committee Dill, 
strengthens the general belief that he has 
backslided completely, and from being of the 
most bitter opponents of the railroads anda 
staunch friend of the Constitution, has 
suddenly become the friend of the 
railroads and the opponent of bills seeking to 
enforce the Constitution. Parcher’s conver- 
sion appears to have completely paralyzed 
the friends of the anti-pooling Dill. He 
was their leader; their most aggressive 
champion, and they are now left withouta 
head to fight some of the #shrewdest 
parliamentarians on the floor at the most 
critical period of the session. It is not so 
much the loss of one vote as the effect of 
Parcher’s action which is feared. Sen- 
ators who were honestly in doubt as to 
their final action on the  0ObDill_ will 
very likely interpret Parcher’s course to the 
weakness of the measure, and desirous of 
being on the winning side, will go over to the 


opposition. To-day the railroads are 
triumphant and the friends of the 
Constitution are discouraged. Uniess 
the anti-railroad forces receive an 


unexpected reinforcement, there is, appar- 
ently, but little hope for the passage of the 
railroad bill recommended by the Senate and 
House Joint Committees on Internal Improve- 
ments. ? 

THE SENATE. 

he Senate this morning passed Senator Ja- 
cobs’ joint and concurrent resolution, pro- 
viding for the submission of constitutional 
amendments calling a Constitutional Conven- 
tion. 
After the expiration of the morning hour, 
Senator Mackay, in an appropriate address, 

resented Lieut.-Gov. Morehouse with a gold- 
eaded cane, on behalf of the members of the 
Senate. 

Senator Jacobs did the same service for 
President pro tem. Ball. Both Gov. More- 
house and Senator Ball made fitting responses. 
The Senate and House took a recess. 
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Yesterday wasagrand day for the fund for 
the families of the men, Gunsauilus and 
Chambera, who lost their lives in the 
Arnot fire on the night of February 9. 
The total receipts were $337. This announce-

THE LONDON CORPORATION, 


Mr. Howell’s Charges of Corruption Made 
in the House of Commons. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, March 8.—[Copyright, 1887.)—The 
incident which relieved the otherwise inde- 
soribably dull proceedings of the House of 
Commons Tuesday night was the speech of 
Mr. Howell, in whieh he makes a charge of 
corruption against the Rate Payers’ Associa- 
tion and the Cerporation of London. The 
Rate Payers’ Association is a sort of tax- 
payers’ league, organized to look after the in- 
terests of the London tax-payers, and there is 
a most intimate convection between it and the 
London corporation, which is, to make it 


plain to American readers, the London 
City Government. This last body has 
control of enormous sums of money. 


It is through its hands that have so lone 
passed the coal and wine duties about which 
60 much has been said recently, and which, 
since they were imposed some years ago, have 
reached a total of $50,000,000. Ithas long been 
believed that the London corporation is 
honeycombed with rings and cliques of a cor- 
rupt kind. The speech of Mr. Howell was 
but puncturing the evil in one particular spot. 
““[The specific charge was that the corporation 
had furnished the Rate Payers’ Association 
with money forthe purpose of defeating, by 
eorrupt means, the bill for reform of the Gov- 
ernment of London, submitted to the 
House of Commons by Sir Will- 
lam Harcourt. The sum charged to have 
been corruptly used is about $100,000, but the 
amount Mr. Howell claims to have been used 
by the Rate Payers’ Association to defeat Sir 
W. Harcourt’s bill is only $25,000. The way of 
laying out the money is to get up bogus polit- 
ical meetings and to have them reported, so 
that it would appear that there was a strong 
public sentiment against reformatory meas- 
ures. How they do these things in London 
may be interesting to those who have been 
used to charges of municipal corruption in 
America. The first public meeting was organ- 
ized at Battersea, to express the opinion of 
the working classes. A committee was paid 
$60 to work it up, $80 went to hire a speaker, 
$75 for the hire of attendants to compose the 
meeting, and $18 were paid to reporters for 
getting the resolutions which had been passed 
and the general proceedings into the news- 
papers. There was a six-hour meeting at 
Brixton, where about $70 were paid for the 
hire of attendants to make up the meeting. 
At another meeting only five Social Democrats 
were present, yet their presence cost $30. At 
the meeting in-Princess Hall there were pres- 
ent 182 workingmen, who had been got together 
at a cost of exactly $160. Considerable 
sums were also paid for the hire 
of ‘*chuckers-out,’’ to disturb the 
meetings held in support of Sir W. Harcourt’s 
bill. These charges are all well authenticated, 
and the Government could not refuse to grant 
@ committee of inquiry. If the investigation 
is bona fide, there will be very scandalous 
revelations. The inguiry is a move of the 
LAberals and will be thwarted by the Tories, if 
possibile. Public opinion, however, is strong- 
ely in favor ofan overhauling of the city ac- 
counts. Itis believed a great deal of money 
is diverted by the corporation to corrupt pur- 
poses every year.

The leaders of 
the insurgents at Silistria have crossed the 
Danube and have been placed in custody by 
the Roumanian authorities. The opinion here 
is that the outbreak at Silistria was merely in- 
tended as a diversion to draw troops from 
Rustchuk, which ia the real center of the re- 
volt. 


HELD BY THB REVOLTERS. 

ParRIs, March 8.—Telegrams -from Bulgaria 
have been received here, stating that the 
Silistria garrison occupies the defile before 
the city, and by virtue of the position as held, 
prevents the passage through the defile of the 
garrisons from Rustchuk and Shumla on their 
way to attack tho revolters at Silistria. The 
opposing forces, the dispatches state, now 
confront each other. As yet no conflict has 
taken place between them. 

CUT THE TELEGRAPH WIRBS. 

The Bulgarian troops who have revoited at 
Silistria have cut the telegraph wires, delaying 
the transmission of details of the ocourrence.

His Resignation Mailed to the Governor— 
The Treat Testimonial—Damage Suits 
for Malicious Prosecutien—Cases of In- 
terest on Trial To-Day—Matters in Pro- 
bate. 


Judge Thayer will sit to-morrow morning in 
Circuit Court No. 5 for the last time. His 
resignation will be mailed to the Governor at 
Jefferson City this evening, and the appoint- 
mentof a successor may be looked for to- 
morrow or Saturday.

The presentation will be 
made by Col. Broadhead in behalf of the 
bar, and Judge Thayer’s first judicial act on 
the Federal bench will be the acceptance of 
the portrait which will be placed in the court- 
room abovethe bench.

The younger pupils 
tending the academy gave the first evi- 
gences of poisoning. The sisters in charge 
of the dormitories summoned assistance and 
pean to care for the little sufferers for whose 
sadden sickness nO One could account. One 
gfter another the pupils were taken down with 
sickness and several of the Sisters of the 
grder displayed similar symptoms. Dr. 
Hornsby was summoned and with the 
gid of the teachers and members of the order 
who were well, began to treat the numerous 
patients in the various parts of the 
jarge establishment. The principal feature 
of the sudden iliness was the disturbed 
condition of the stomach and bowels indicat- 
ing that those stricken were suffering from 
some poison probably introduced with their 
midday meal on Tuesday. It was 
not found necessary to administer emetics in 
many instances, as the children were 80 
siolently sick that their stomachs were soon 
relieved of their unwholesome burden. 
me oldér and stronger girls of the 
‘ietitution were the first to recover, and they 
ipwediately rendered what assistance they 
ould. In many cases simple emetics were 
gvep, and the physician soon announced that

A Robber’s Daring Attempt to Kob a Safe 
in Broad Daylight.

A POWERFUL CLIQUE. 


The Efforis of Dr. Baxter to Handicap the 
Surgeon-General. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcn. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 8.—Since the 
death of Surgeon-General Barnes there has 
been a bitter controversy as to who should be 
the Surgeon-General. At each succeeding va- 
cancy all the tricks known to political meth- 
ods have been resorted to to force the ap- 
pointment of one man to the head of the medi- 
cal department of the United States army. 


That man is J. H. Baxter, now the chief medi- 
cal purveyor of the army. When the 
last vacancy occurred in that branch, Dr. 
Baxter was urged, as were others, for the 
place. The President, in the exercise of his 
good judgment, went outside of all applica 

tions and selected Surgeon John Moore, an 
ofticer of large experience in the service, hav- 
ing beenin the field during the whole of the 
war. Dr. Moore undoubtedly knows the needs 
of the bureau, and itis possible he may know 
more than some who have had dealings with 
it would like him to know. As soon as he 
was appointed it was suid bythe friends of 
Dr. Baxter thatthe case was not settled yet. 
It was supposed they had referred to a 
possible nouconfirmation, but Dr. Moore 
was properly confirmed. Immediately a new 
method was put on foot to annoy the Surgeon- 
General and thwart himinthe proper adwin- 
istration of his office and practically put the 
office in control of Dr. Baxter. The method 
was to relieve the able and trusted assistant of 
the Surgeon-General and install in his place 
one of the most decided partisans of Dr. Bax- 
ter. How this change was brought about has 
been already given in the PosT-DISPATcCH. It 
was done by Secretary Endicott and Adjutant- 
Generai Drum, partisans of Dr. Baxter. Now 
itis said that Surgeon-General Moore ia re- 
solved to investigate the management of the 
Medical Bureau of the army in this city. The 
removal of Dr. Huntington is regarded by Sur- 
geon-General Moore as an attempt to control 
the office against nis wishes. 

An officer in the Surgeon-General’s office, in 
commenting on the situation, said: ‘‘Why is 
it that a powerful clique of War Department 
officials are interested in thwarting the Presi- 
dent in bis efforts to have a proper administra- 
tion of one ofits bureas. Are they afraid to 
have an inspection or an investization made 
of the purveying department of the army? 
Who doubts that the administration of that 
departinent needs asearching investigation? 
Itisone ofthe enormously expensive things 
left after a great war. Through political 
manipulations it has escaped investigation 
thus far, but it cannot escape much longer. 
It bas been broadly hinted that the headquar- 
ters of the purveying department of the ariny 
were located in this city, where, by political 
metbods, an investigation of its management 
could be best foughtoff. Therecould be no 
other good reason for the location being here, 
since this city isnot commercial. The Surgeon- 
General owes it to his own sense of manhood, 
as wellas a dutyto the President,to stand 
firmly againstthe schemers, and if it should 
be provedthat his resistance is unavailing, 
then to ask that he be relieved from an oftice 
for which he dia not apply, but which he ac- 
cepted torthe purpose of administering with 
credit and integrity.’’

The President Will Go to the Capitol to 
sign Bills—The Fishery Measure,

extra session now is passed. The Senate is 
crowding on steam and is workine furiously 
away at the delinquent appropriation bills. Yet 
in this mad hurry, there is every now and then 
a Sevator, who is not willing to forego one of 
his pet hobbies, even for the consideration of 
public and pressing business. Inthe Senate 
yesterday afternoon, when the naval bill was 
ready, Senator Blair of News Hampshire had 
the assurance to standup and deliveratwo 
hours’ address on some educational proposi- 
tion of his until Senator Hale was driven into 
such arage thatnoone would have been sur- 

rised if he had knocked the New Hampshire 

enator down. Asit was, he rebuked him in 
the most veheiment language he could find 
for his stubborn waste of time. The 
Administration is not at ail pleased at 
the result in Congress over the 
fisheries question. The unpopularity of the 
Belmont bill was owing to the fact thatit was 
understood to be an administration measure. 
It was practically in accordance with Secretary 
Manning’s letters. The large vote in the 
House to agree to the Senate proposition, was 
one of the severest blows the Administration 
has received during this Congress. The Sen- 
ate proposition merely provides forthe clos- 
ing of our ports against the Canadian fish 
trade. Itis probable the President will sign 
this bill, as itisthe only thing that can now 
accomplished. 


Greely’s Confirmation.

The Select Labor Committee’s Report. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 3.—Chairman 
Curtin of the Select Committee created by the 
House of Representatives to inquire into the 
cause and extent of Western railroad strikes 


to-day submitted the reportof that commit- 
tee. By farthe largest partof the report is 
devoted to a history of the origin and progress 
of the Missouri Pacific strike, anda recapitu- ’ 
jones of the testimony taken bythe commit- 
ee. 

In summing up, the report says: 
regard to the general question of the 
right of workmen to combine for de- 
termining with their employers the terms 
on which only they wil! consentto work for 
them, provided the combination be perfectly 
voluntary, and full liberty be left to all other 
workmen to undertake the work, and 
no obstruction be placed in the way of the 
employer resorting elsewherein this country 
in search of a supply of labor, we think there 
is no ground in justice or sound policy 
for withholding such a right from the work- 
men. Itcannot be doubted that a demand, 
backed by the resoiution of a large body of 
workmen to decline work, if the demand be 
not acceded to, comes with more force than 
that of an isolated workman. 

THE WORKMEN MAY REASONABLY CLAIM 
to be allowed uny advantage which they can 
derive from such concerted action in bargain- 
ing with theiremployer from time to time as 
to the terms on which they wil! dispose 
of their labor. But, upon the same princi- 
ple and for a ~»precisely similar rea- 
son, whilst conceding to such workmen 
who desire to exercise it an extended 
rizhtto combine against their employers, es- 
pecial care should be taken that an equal right 
be secured to those workmen who desire 
to keep aloof from the combination and 
dispose of their labor with perfect individual 
freedom. The workmen who think it for 
their advantage to combine together in the 
disposal of their labor are no more 
justified in constraining any other workman 
who does not desire to enter such combina- 
tionand bring his labor into the common 
stock with theirs, than an association of cap- 
italists are 
IN COMBINING TO ADVANCE PRICES 
or rates of transportation to be paid by the 
general public. There can be no doubt that 
the concentration of wealth and power 
and the oppressions which have occurred, 
asshbownin the evidence taken, have pro- 
moted the unrest of labor. This is apparent. 
Whatever remedy will give the proper protec- 
tionto the capital invested in the railroads 
of the country, and atthe same time protect 
their employes from injustice and oppres- 
sion, your committee propose that they shall 
together, asa singie instrument of our inter- 
state commerce, be looked upon as the serv- 
ants of the people of the United States, and as 
such be regulated and protected by law. 
THE INTERSTATE COMMISSION. 

Whatever may be the defects of the inter- 
state commerce law, an enlightened commis- 
sion, soon to be appointed, will recommend 
prompt tegislation to give the protection 
which is needed tothose who are interested 
only in the reguiar and proper operation 
and management of the railroads. A majority 
of your committee cannot believe that arbitra- 
tion can be effective, for the reasun that there 
imust be two parties to the arbitration and 
either may decline. And when disturb- 
ances occur, it would not be effective in 
immediately redressing wrongs or restoring 
the means of transit of persons and prosperity 
to the people of the country.

The Texas Election Investigation, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 3.—In the Texas 
investigation this morning the counsel for the 
prosecution commenced the submission of 
evidence in rebuttal. John A. Vernon, who 
held the inquest over the body of Dewees 
Bolton, testified that the coat on the 
body of Bolton was a ‘‘slicker 
rain coat,’’ in support of the evidence 
that Bolton wore such a coataspart of his 


disguise, when heentered the polling-place 
for the alleged purpose of raiding it. The 
prosecution alsosubmitted in evidence a letter 
published in the Brenham Daily Banner of the 
morning of the indignation meeting, signed 
by Potter, one of the Republicans charged 
with inciting the negroes to arms, in 
which it was denied that he had directly 
or indirectly advised the colored people to 
arms; and tne report was Characterized as a 
willful and malicious lie. The Republicans, 
the letter said, had advised the people 
just to the contrary, and assured 
them that the conservative elements 
of the white people would not 
permit any unlawful actsor any violence to 
be perpetrated upon the negroes. The letter 
also says that the colored people,relying upon 
the assurances of the writer and his friends, 
apprehended nodanger and that they were 
notarmed. The committee then adjourned 
until Saturday.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 8.—The Senate 
reassembied as in continuation of yesterday's 
session at 10a. m. Messages from the Presi- 
dent were laid before the Senate in reply to 
resolutions heretofore adopted, one as to the 
terms on which cable companies had 
been permitted to land their cables 
on the American shore and as to their 
contracts with each other and with telegraph 
companies; the second as to the service of 
Count Pulaskiin the war of the Revolution. 
The latter was accompanied by reports fr m 
the Secretaries of State, Treasury and War. 
Laid on the table and ordered printed. 

Mr. Edmunds withdrew his motion to re- 
consider the vote whereby the Senate, a few 
days since, passed the House bill to confirm 
to Emile Guerin and Cheri P. Major title to 
certain lands in Point Coupee Parish, La. The 
bill is therefore passed. 

A message from the House announcing non- 
concurrence in the Senate amenduftnts to 
the naval appropriation bill was presented 
and a conference was ordered. Messrs. 
Hale, Harrison and Beck were appointed con- 
ferees. 

On motion of Mr. Dawes, the House bill for 
the relief of W. H. M. Morrison of Weat Vir- 
ginia to pay $1,800 for Indian supplies 
was taken from the calendar and passed. 

Ata few moments before ll o’clock the Sen- 
ate closed the Legislative day of Wednesday 
by adjournment; and at 11 opened the last 
legislative day of the Forty-ninth Congress, 
when prayer was offered by the chaplain. 

The resolution offered yesterday by Mr. 
Cockrell, for a select committee of five Sena- 
tors to examine into the business methods of 
the executive departments in Washington, the 
causes of delay in the transaction of 
public business; as to the necessity 
for additional buildings, etc., was taken up. 
Mr. Vest opposed the resolution as entirely 
unnecessary. The Senate had a reyvular 
standing committee to examine into the differ 
ent branches of the public service. The com- 
mittee was established for the specific purpose 
of tinding out the very things proposed in the 
resolution—and had also a regular Committee 
on Public Buildings. 

Mr. Van Wyck offered an amendment to add 
the words, ‘‘and also as to the causes of delay 
in transacting public business in Congress.’’ 
Senators did not know that there was any de- 
lay in the departments; but they did know 
that there waa criminal delay in Congress. 
The amendment was rejected. 

Mr. Morrill moved to strike out the part of 
the resolution relating to public buildmgs.— 
Rejected. The resolution was then agreed to. 

The conference reported on the House bill 
authorizing the employment ot male messen- 
gers inthe postal service was made and con- 
curred in. 

The Senate then, at 11:30, proceeded tothe 
consideration of the legislative, executive and 
judicial appropriation bills, voting on the 
amendments recommended by the Committee 
on Appropriations as they were reached. 

Asthe Committee on Appropriations had 
reported very few amendments tothe bill, and 
those of but little importance, theré was no 
delay, beyond that made necessary by the 
compte reading of the bill (114 printed 
pages), which was done very rapidly; 
and at 1:30 o’clock the end was reacnbed. Then 
there were some propositions to increase sal- 
aries, but none ofthem were successful. In 
response to an appeal made by Mr. Jones of 
Nevada, the amendments cutting down the 
appropriations for the Carson Mint, from 

77-350 to $16,400, were disagreed to, 
with the consent of Mr. Allison, and the 
appropriations for that mint remain at $29,550. 
At2:30 p. m., the bill (which had been con- 
structively in committee of the whole) was 
reported to the Senate and passed.

He is an 
intelligent man, and before handing in his 
ticket saw that it wasfor John M. Glover. 
On an examination we find that the ticket 


is scratched in Mr. Frank’s favor, the name 
being written in a strange hand. George H. 
Bell,No.18 North Eleventh street; Uriah Robb, 
Eleventh and Market streets; Jas. Nugent, No. 
12 South Eleventh street; J. Farrelly, No. 110 
South Eleventh street; H. McNichols, No. 208 
South Twelfth street; Thos. D. Hanrahan, No, 
1109 Chestnut street; M. O’Rourke, No. 1123 
Chestnut street; Frank Halihaus, No. 1127 
Chestnut street; Ed Donohue, No. 1000 Chest- 
nut street; George F. Sackwitz, No. 1002 Chest- 
nut street; J. H. Simpson, No. 1000 Chestnut 
street, are similar cases.

LABOR NEWS, 


The Families of Striking Coal Miners Evicted 
From Their Homes. 


Dupols, Pa., March 8.—Great excitement 
prevailsamong the miners at Tyler this week. 
For several weeks the men have been out on 
a strike and were unable to come to an agreé- 


ment with the operators. Special police 
bave been on duty and yesterday 
they were notified to evict the 
miners from the company’s houses, as 
new men were ready to take the place of the 
strikers. At one house a sick woroan was 
carried outon her bed, and at another itis 
said the police broke in a door and forcibly 
removed the inmates and household goods. 
Fifty men who worked in the colliery are out, 
and eleven non-union miners are working at 
present. The work of removing the strikers’ 
fumilies still goes on to-day, and the suffering 
among the poorer families from the weather is 
great. 


Coal Miners Strike. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., March 3.—The miners em- 
ployed at the Pierce & Virginia coal mines 
near Sharon, on the Sharpsville branch of the 
Baltimore & Ohio road, havestruck against a 


proposed reduction of 10 cents. At Irwin Sta- 
tion, on the Pennsylvania road, the 2,000 
miners employed by the Westmoreland and 
Pennsylvania Gas Fuel Companies are holding 
amass meeting to-day to consider the advis- 
ability ofdemanding an increase of wages. 
No strike has been resolved upon yet, but 
probably to-day it will be agreed to suspend 
work if the demand is not granted. 


The Switchmen’s Strike. 


CLEVELAND, O., March 8.—All the switch- 
men in the Cleveland yardsofthe New York 
Pennsyivania & Ohio Railroad struck this 
morning, because the crews on switching 
trains had been reduced from three brakemen 
and a conductor, totwo brakemen and a con- 
ductor.

Weare not yet ready 
to take anyone back and when we do we shall 
select only those that we want. Cut offall 
unnecessary expenses.’’

When Senator SEWELL found that the Re- 
publican vote in the New Jersey Legisla- 
ture was not strong enough to re-elect 
him, he transferred it in a solid pody to 
Rurvus BLoDGETT, & Democrat, wh®se rail- 
road influence controlled enough of the 
scatterers to give him, with 38 Republican 
votes, a total of 41 against 38 for ex-Gov. 
ABBETT, the Democratic candidate. 

Not only the Republican party but the 
people of both parties in New Jersey were 
defrauded and their interests and wishes 
subordinated to the policy of a railroad 
pool in politics. Like the famous rail- 
roader who described himself as ‘‘a Dem- 
‘<ocrat in Democratic districts and a Re- 
‘‘publican in Republican districts, but. 
‘san Erie maninall of them,’’ Senator 
SEWELL was more a Camden and Am- 
boy man than a Republican, and so he has 
used the Republican strength in the 
Legislature to elect a Senator who will be 
just such a Democrat as SEWELL was a 
Republican—that is to say, a Democrat 
ready to subordinate his party and its 
principles to a railroad interest at any 
time. 

It is this kind of work in the State Leg- 
islatures that is making the Senate a club 
of corporation.attorneys and monopolists. 
It is this sort of thing that is spreading 
distrust of State Legislatures as electoral 
bodies, too small and too easily manipu- 
lated and corrupted to be entrusted with 
the election of United States Senators. 
When forty of our Senators hail from 
States whose aggregate population is less 
than 12,000,000, and the remainder of our 
50,000,000 of people, as shown by the census 
of 1880, are entitled to but thirty-six Sen- 
ators, itis important that a body so ab- 
normally and unequally constituted as the 
Senate isshould be elected with less scan- 
dal and less deflance of the popular will. 


CARDINAL GIBBONS REPORT. 


It is seldom that the voice of the Cath- 
olic Church in the United Statasis heard 
giving an opinion on a question that is not 
purely one of doctrinal religion, but the 
recent report made by Cardinal GIBBONS 
to the Holy See and conveying the re- 
fusal of the archbishopse@f this country to 
condemn the Knights of Labor isa deo- 
laration which goes beyond questions of 
dogma to treat of a subject which the 
Church always has at heart—the welfare 
ofthe people. Itis a moderate and tem- 
perate document, and in the firmness of 
its position and in the clearness of its ex- 
pression it might well serve as a model for 
laymen in public life. It would be hard 
to argue the cause of the people in better 
words than the following: 

And those considerations which show that 
the organization (the Knights of Labor) does 
not contain any of the elements which the 
Holy See condemns bring us face to face with 
the evils the society is combating and the real 
nature of the conflict. There exist in our 
country, as in all others, social grievances 
which are grave and menacing; public injust- 
ices which alike require firm resistance and 
legal remedies, all of which none would gain- 
say and the truth of which has already been 
admitted by Congress and the President of the 
Unitea States. 

Without entering into the painful details of 
those wrongs—the present occasion not re- 
quiring it—it will suffice to mention the fact 
that mouopolies, not only by individuals, but 
corporations also, have already excited com- 
piaints from the workingman and opposition 
from publicmen and national legislators as 
well; thatthe efforts of those monopolists— 
not always unsuccessful—to control legislation 
for their own profit cause a great deal of 
anxiety to the disinterested friends 
of liberty; that their heartless av- 
arice, which, to increase their rey- 
enues, ruthlessly crushes not only the 
workingmen representing the various trades, 
but even the women and the young chfidren 
in their employ, makes it p lain to all wholove 
humanity and justice that not only the work- 
ingman hasarightto organize for his own 
protection, but that it is the duty of the public 
at large to aid them in finding a remedy 
against the danger with which civilization and 
the social order are menaced by avarice, op- 
pression and corruption. 

No one could truthfully deny the existence 
ef these evils, the right of legitimate resist- 
ance, andthe necessity for a temedy. The 
most that we could do would be to doubt the 
legitimacy of the means of resistance em- 
ployed and of the remedies applied by the 
Knights of Labor.

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In A CasEat Indianapolis Judge GRESHAM 
has refused to follow the decisions of 
United States Judges BLODGETT and Woop 
in similar cases that the election of a Con- 
gressman gives the United States Courts 
jurisdiction of forgeries or election frauds 
committed, even when they affect only 
the vote for County officers. Judge 
GRESHAM holds in substance that the 
United States Courts have jurisdiction 
only to deal with infractions of United 
States law and with matters directly af- 
fecting the election of Congressmen where 
the prosecution of election frauds is at- 
tempted. These conflicts of authority not 
having yet been passed upon by the 
United States Supreme Court, J udge 
THAYER and Judge BREWER will be at lib- 
erty to follow either decision in the cases 
which will come before them in St. Louis.

A Chance to See Mercury. 

From the Providence Journal. 

Mercury is evening star until March 21, and 
after that time becomes morning star. On the 
5th of March at 11 o’clock in the evening he 
reaches his greatest eastern elongation, being 
18 degs. 14 mins. east of the sun. He is then at 
his greatest distance from the sun, and under 
the most favorable conditions that will occur 
during the year for being seen with the naked 
eye. Intelligent and careful observers will be 
sure to find him, and a sight of the swilt- 
footed planet is worth ali the trouble it costs. 
Mercury sets on the 5th, an hour and a half 
afterthesun. He must be looked for in the 
west, about three-quarters of an hour after 
sunset,&nd wili be visible not only at his east- 
ern elongation onthe 5th, but fora week be- 
fore and after that event, though swift of foot 
and fleet of wing, he changes his position at 
every reappearance. Observers should note 
carefully the point of the horizon where the 
sun went down. Mercury will be found onthe 
5th 9 degs. north of that point, and in anorth- 
east direction fromthe sun. Venus will be an 
excellent guide in pointing out his position, 
for on the 5th sheis less than 5 degs. south- 
east of him. An opera-glass sweeping the 
sky northwest of Venus will be sure to bring 


+ Mercury into the field, and his position being 


thus fixed, he will be readily visible to the un- 
assisted eye. The western sky must be cloud- 
less, and the atmosphere clear to make the 
search successful, 


Income Tax, 


From the New York WORLD. 

While people are puzzling over the question 
of the equalization of taxation, and seeking to 
discover: methods by which the owners of 
miilions of personal property can be male 
to bear their due share of the public buraen, 
instead of shifting the entire load on to real 
estate, a proper income tax offers an easy and 
certain solution. The men whose incomes are 
counted by hundreds of thousands, and per- 
haps by millions of dollars, are the boldest 
and the most successful tax-dodgers. This is 
simply because they keep their enormous 
capital about them for use in speculations and 
invest nothing in taxable property. 

An income tax would drag these people for- 
ward into the assessment lists, and escape 
from their just proportion of taxation would 
be impossible. 

But Mr, Traphagen’s bill is not a proper or 
desirabile measure. .It begins by taxing in- 
comes of $2,000 at 1 percent. It ought to start 
with incomes of $10,000 at 2 per cent, and in- 
crease as the income increases. Such alaw 
would oppress nobody, be just to all, and 
would effectually kili the evilof tax-dodging.

THE ARKANSAS GRANT. 


SOME FACTS ABOUT THE LAND BOUGHT BY 
THE HATCH SYNDICATE. 


The Big Cattle Kings of the Southwest Said 
to be Behind the New York Operator— 
Protest Against the Great Land Monopo- 
lies—Origin of the Arkansas Grant. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCR. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., March 8.—The re- 
ported purchase of the old Mexican land grant 
of 50,000,000 acres of land in the Southwest by 
Rufus Hatch, andan American syndicate has 
occasioned a good deal of comment here. The 
tract is supposed to be the Arkansas grant 
which has been frequently the basis of a gigan- 
tic scheme. This one of Hatch is surmised to 
be only the old one revived. There isa sus- 
picion that behind the New York operator are 
the big cattle kings of the Southwest. The 
purchase of the old grant isa part of the 
tactics which they are compelled to resort to 
to keep out actual settlers. There has been a 
disposition on the part of Congress that would 
never dare give authority for the issuance of a 
patent to so much territory as is claimed by 
the Arkansas grant. This confirms the belief 
that any one who purchases it bas a motive 
ulterior to that of acquiring actual possession 
of the 50,000,000 acres claimed to be in its 
boundaries. 

PROTESTS AGAINST THE JOB. 

Protests have been pouring in on Congress 
for several years back against the monopoliza- 
tion of so much of the public domain by cattle 
men. Thereisalaw among stock men that 
they should control the land midway between 
streams of waterthey own and that oftheir 
next neighbor. In New Mexico and Arizona 
there are few streams onthe surface. But 
there are subterranean streams fed by springs 
which start in the mountains and sink after 
running a few miles, the water coming to 
the surface here and there. All these water 


ene are pre-empted or takenup under the 
omestead act years ago. There is a good 
dealof traud practiced in acquiring the lands 
on which there is water, but in the majority of 
instances the present holders bought out or 
crowded out the bonafide settlers. In the 
’70s the late Earl of Airlie became interested 
in the cattie business of Colorado, and 
through the agency of a stock commission 
house in Kansas City, commenced to buy up 
some big ranches in Southeast Colorado and 
New Mexico. Scotch capitalists were induced 
to purchase stock in the Prairie Cattle Com- 
pany, which he organized. It spread by 
purebase, until it controlled, in a few 
ears, a tract in Colorado, in Mex- 
co, the Panbandle and Indian Territory. 
The herds of the company were numbered 
by tens of thousands and roamed over 
thousands of acres of Government land which 
the company claimed to own. All the terri- 
tory they were entitled to was perhaps 200 
sections of land or 640 acres each. Hundreds 
of miles of barbed wire were stretched, 
PRINCELY PASTURES FENCED OFF 
and the company’s cattle fattened, while 
other herds roamed the plains, suffering 
from thirstand nothing to eat. A bad state 
of affairs existed in consequence of these 
ractices, and efforts were made in the Legis- 
atures of the States to prevent the fenc- 
ing in of such tracts. But where: 
laws have been passed, they have only 
been carried out in a half-hearted way. 
It is now thought that anticipating Congres- 
sional action and seeing that their power is 
to be curbed, the big cattle men have banded 
together and purchased the claim of the heirs 
to the Arkansas grant, to give them some 
color of right to the land they have been oc- 
cupying so long rent free. Four years avo, & 
representative of some of the biggest cattle 
men in New Mexico came to Washington to in- 
vestigate the ArkaAsas grant. No action was 
taken by Congress and so the claim to the 
Arkansas grant dropped out of sight. 
At that time it was proposed 
to pay the heirs of the claim- 
antacertain sum annually, while they were 
engaged in trying to get the grant confirmed. 
Early in the century a young Englisman 
named Beal drifted to Mexico. He became a 
surgeon inthe army and took a native wife. 
In one of the revolutions in that country Beal 
personally attended the Mexican ruler. He 
rose to prominence, and as a reward for his 
services the Arkansas grant was given him. 
It was increased on condition that colonies 
should be established north of the Rio Grande. 
Mexico did not care so much about inaugurat- 
ing an emigration policy, but as the country 
was 
INFESTED BY REDSKINS. 

It was deemed a good stroke of policy to have 
the uninhabited sections colonized. A number 
of settlements were started and as many as 1,000 
people took up their residence on the grant, 
through Beal’s persuasion. Malaria and In- 
dian raids drove them away. Itis only within 
the past few years that anv claim was set up 
to the grant. There is some question about 
the boundaries, but starting from the Rio 
Grande the western limit is said to be the 
Pecos River and Ked River of New Mexico, 
extending northward to the Arkansas River in 
Colorado and Kansas. The origina! eastern 
boundary is of no consequence, because 
it extends over into Texas, and when 
it was admitted into the union, it was stipu- 
lated that none of the old grants should be 
confirmed. That would confine the grant to 
the eastern poundaries of Colorado and New 
Mexico. It is estimated to include 50,000,000 
acres, or over 78,000 square miles, which is 
more than one and one-half times as large as 
the State of New York. Rufus Hatch organ- 
ized acattle ranch and land company about 
1280, and the ranches of the company located 
in the neutral strip onthe east edge of Col- 
orado and New Mexico would be covered by 
the Arkansas grant. The ranges of ex-Sen- 
ator Dorsey of star-route notoriety and a lot 
of other big companies are within the limits 
and the owners are all supposed to be back- 
ing Hatch in this purchase.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—When ‘Sardou’s 
s*Fedora’’ was produced in Paris with Mme. 
pernhardt in the title role, it created a sensa- 
sion. The play is one of the strongest written 
in recent years and the character of the 
peroine was undoubtedly suggested by the 
wonderful skill of the actress in the 
simulation of conflicting passions, and the 
actress findsinit a medium that calls into 
yse nearly allher wonderful powers of ex- 
pression. She perfectly fita the role of the 
passionate, impulsive Muscovite Princess in 
ell her ever-changing moods. Her genius 
jends lustre to even the merely colloquial pas- 
sages of the textand the exquisite art of the 
actress is revealed inevery scene. There is 
nota suspicion of straining for ettectin the 
portrayal, not a hint of unworthy artifice, and 
while the unaffected realism of the drama may 
prevent her from reaching the level of

police methods, the burst of frenzy at 
THE DISCOVERY OF THE CLUE 

indicating Loris Ipanoff to be the assassin, and 
jnally the scene in the death chamber, where, 
aiter calling piteously the name of ber lover, 


and fondling the corpse, the spiritofthe wo- 
man breaks with the realization of her loss, 
made up an act that for strained dramatic in- 
terest and wonderful pictorial variety was un- 
BuUrpassable. At the very beginning of 
the series of episodes resulting from 
the death of Viadimir it was made 


apparerit that Fedora was tortured by her 
growing love of the man she was tracking to 
death. In the midst of ali her plotting against 
Loris, Fedora was tighting a great battle with 
her own heart. Yet she could tempt this 
manto his doom asa cat charms a bi:d, ever 
foudiing him to aid her schemes. 

After the assignation had been made the 
savage fury with which Fedora tore from her 
hand the glove that Ipanoff had kissed 
formed a fitting finale to the second act, 

THE SCENE WITH LORIS 
inthe third act was of course the most im- 
pressive passage in the performance. The 
power to work great effects while main- 
taining perfect repose was never better 
illustrated. The changing emotions affecting 
Fedora during all the first part of Ipanoff’s 
recital were communicated almost wholly by 
her play of features, except now and then an 
impulsive movement of anarm. When the 
villainy ofthe dead Viadimir was revealed the 
memory of her love for him that had ied her to 


inflict such cruel wrongs upon Loris 
became a source of maddening fury. The 
rest of the scene had the force of 


a rushing torrent, and its climax was such an 
exhibition of passion as few other actresses 
would dare to attempt, and none could pre- 
sent successfully except Bernhardt. After 
this the last act, with its painfully realistic 
death scene, had something of the effect of 
anti-climax, but waa the only rational out- 
come of the experiences of Fedora and Loris, 
and the revelation of that strange woman en- 
joying happiness for a brief moment, with 
tull knowledge of a dreadful impending 
fate, is not without artistic value. The 
power and beauty of Bernhardt’s voice 
were never more noticeable than to-night and 
she bas never acted with more effect in 
thiscountry. Her ‘‘Fedora’’ will beone of 
the principal triumphs of her present tour and 
itisa pity, therefore, that books of the play 
cannot be provided for the use of persons 
who do not understand French. But the 
drama has never been published, and will not 
be, as its publication might injure Miss Daven- 
port’s claim to the American rights, for which 
she paid liberally.

EDWARD HANLAN, 


He Talks of Gaudaur, Beach and Boating 
in America, 


Hanlan, the oarsman, was recently inter- 


viewed and said: 
‘*Of course it is impossible for me to say 

what my chances with Gaudaur will be. 

I’ve only beaten him about fifteen or twenty , 

times already, and I fancy 1 can do so again. 

I never felt better in my life, and when I 

arrive home in Toronto, which will be to- 


morrow, barring accident, I shall go into 
training at once. How do I train? Wel, 
iny modeis very simple. I believe in hard, 
out-door exercise, manual labor, if you will, 
I walk, run, cut down trees, and do a variety 
of things in that line.’’ 

‘*According to the Australian papers, Beach 
says you are not as good a sculler as your 
friends claiim.’’ 

‘*Beach is a very changgable fellow,’’ smiled 
Hanlan. ‘‘One day he%Ylauds me rs to the 
skies and thé next he gbuses me. He talks 
ubout his peculiar style of rowing as original, 
whereas hecopieditfrom me. When I went 
to Australia three years ago none of the vars- 
men there had a proper style of rowing. Be- 
sides their boats were heavy ang clumsy. 
The house where my boat was kept was en- 
tered by means of false keys, and the meas- 
urement of my boats and sculls taken. 
They have some _ skillful Doat-build- 
ers there, for no tronble was found in 
mnaking copies of my shells and patent sliding 
seat. Their sculls, too, were very short and 
clumsy before my visit, I had no difficulty in

ing, especially on a man like meé, used to 
Canada, andthe longerI remained there the 
weaker I became.

W ben my boat was taken from the water fully 
1,000 natives crowded around it, but you could 
not have hired one ofthem to touch the boat 
they held in such superstitious awe. Neyer 
betore had they seen a racing sbell.’’ 

‘‘How about Beach winning races in En- 
giand?’’ 

‘‘That is easily explained. He kad not to 
acclimate himself, because the climate of En- 
giand will agree with any man. I believel can 
row better there thanIcanat home. George 
Beach isa largerman thanl. He bas great 
chest and neck development. His arms are 
large and strong, but he is not developed 
about the loins in proportion to his upper de- 
velopment.’’ 

Hanlan was drawn into conversation on am- 
ateur boating. _Hesaid that the future of 
boating in the United States rested with the 
amateur boat clubs; that nowhere in the 
world was boating so popular as here, and 
it was a mistaken idea to believe the 
English were ahead of us in that matter. 
Without. being countenanced by ladies, Han- 
lan thinks it impossible to make boat races 
popular, and he strongly condemns the action 
of some amateurs.

ELOQUENT APPEAL TO THE HOLY SEE For 
THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


The Head of the American Catholics Ad. 
vises the Propaganda—Archbishop Ken. 
rick Against the Society—How the Com. 
mission Voted—The Evils of Monopoly— 
Value of Organizations—The Masonio 
Order—The Summing Up. 


Those who have been waiting for many 
months to learn the exact attitude of Arch. 
bishop Kenrick of St. Louis toward the 
Knights of Labor will read with interest the 
following summary of Cardinal Gibbons’ re- 
port to the Propaganda on the Knights of La- 
bor, as telegraphed from Rome. The report 
is written in French, which is characterized ag 
‘‘indifferent,’’ andis dated Rome, February

In submitting his conclusions the Carding} 
declares his conviction that the auestion is of 


vast importance, one of the great social prob. 
lems of the day. In forming these concjy. 
sions he asserts that he took care to use as his 
constant guide the spiritof the encyclicais of 
Pope Leo XIII. in bis exposition of the dang. 
ers of our times and their remedies. Such 
also guided the teachings of the Plenary 
Council at Baltimore regarding the for. 
mation of associations toward which the 
spirit of popular institutions tends. The Car. 
dinal commends the wisdom of the Council in 
decreéing thatwhen an association spreads 
through several dioceses, no single Bishop of 
those dioceses shall condemn it, but shall 
refer it to the Permanent Commission of Arch. 
hishops of the United States, who have not 
the right to condemn unless their decision is 
unanimous. Incasethe Archbishops are not 
unanimous, the imposition of a condemnation 
is left to the Holy See. 
ARCHBISHOP KENRICK’S POSITION. 

The Cardinal goes on to state that the com- 
mission of Archbishops met last October to 
especially pass upon the Knights of Labor. 
Of the reason for this meeting and its vote the 
Cardinal says: ‘‘We were not led to hold this 
meeting by any request on the part of the 
Bishops, for none of them did demand it, 
and it must be added that of 
all the Bishops only two or three 
were known to desire the condemnation. 
But theimportance of the question, in itself 
and in the estimation of the Holy See, made 
us examine it with the greatest care. After 
our discussion, the results of which have 
already been communicated to the Holy 
Congregation of tne Propaganda, only two 
out of the twelve Archbishops voted for the 
condemnation—that ia to say, the Archbishop 


of St. Louis and the Archbishop of Santa Fe, 
who followed suit, for reasons which in no 
way persuaded the others,either by the justice 
or prudence of such a condemnation.’’ 


THE KNIGHT’ CONSTITUTION. 
Proceeding with the reasons that determined 


the vote of the majority, the Cardinal declares 
that although certain assertions or regulations 
in the constitution, the by-laws and declara- 
tions of the knights might not be approved, yet 
they are not condemnatory. The _ report 


oints out that the association 
as neither oath nor obligation 


which precludes those beyond the pale of its 
organization from securing a Knowledge of 


its affairs. Officers of the association bave 
explained to the Cardinal that Catholics are 


not forbidden to divulge everything to com- 

petent ecclesiastical authorities, even outside 
of the confessional. ‘‘Not only,’’ says the 
Cardinal, ‘‘their object and their rules are not 
hostile to religion or the church, butthe very 
contrary.’’ 


The Master Workman in sending the Cardi- 
nalacopy of the constitution is quoted as an- 
nouncing his faithful profession of religion 


and his renunciation of Masonic and other 
societies condemned by the Church, and his 


ignorance of anything inthe society of the 
Knights contrary to the regulations of the 


Church. Speaking of the Master Workman’s 
expressed willingness to point out anything 
reprehensible and properly modify it, the Car- 


dinal says: ‘‘Assuredly this does not look like 
hostility toward the authority of the Church, 
but on the contrary, a perfectly laudable 


spirit.’’ 


THE KNIGHTS AND THE NATION. 
The relation of the Knights to the country at 
large is dwelt upon thus: ‘‘After their con- 


vention in Richmond last year many of their 


most zealous officers and Catholic members 
made the same declaration regarding their 
sentiments. As for the proceedings, of 
the convention themselves (which we 
expect soon to receive), we can 
no more find therein 4 hostility to the 
Church orto the laws of the land. Notonly 
their constitution and regulations contain 
nothing of the sort, but the heads of our civil 
authorities treat them and the cause they rep- 
resent with the greatest respect. 

The Presidentof the United States told me, 
personally, a month ago, that he had then 
ander consideration a law tending to remedy 
certain social grievances, and that he had 
just had a conference with Mr. Powderly, the 
General Master Workman of the Knights of 
Labor, on the subject. The Congress of the 
United States, following the advice of the 
President, Is now considering measures tend- 
ing to ameliorate the condition of the work- 
ing class, the foundation for many of 
whose complaints is openly  acknowl- 
edged. And the political parties, far 
from looking upon them as enemies of the 
spe ae ae with each other to obtain for them 

the rights they are clearly entitled to, for it is 
a fact well known thatthe poor toilers have 

no inclination to resist or break the luws of the 

land, but aimply to obtain equitable legisia- 

tion by constitutional and legitimate means.’’ 

THE MASONIC ORDER. 

In regard to the social grievances which are 
pronounced ‘‘grave and menacing,’’ tue Car- 

dinal, witnout going into special detail, men- 

tions monopolies by individuals and corpora- 
tiong, which have excited complaints from 
wordlimzmen and national legislators as well. 
Against the WA primi of these monopolists 
which ruthlessly crush the workingmen, the 
Cardinal declares, there can be no 
doubt the workinzgman has a right 
to organize for his own _ protection. 
Astothe vaiue of organizations, the report 
considers them the ‘‘most natural and effica- 
cious’’ means of attaining a public object of 
any kind. Itisthe only means by which the 
attention of the public can be attracted toward 
the end desired to be attained. The Masonic 
organization, says the Cardinal, presents 4 
thousand advantages and a _ thousand 
attractions, and is an organization 
which ‘‘unites the emplover and employed 
in a fraternity whichis very advantageous to 
the latter. ‘*Yet,’’ says the report, ‘‘this or- 
ganzation our Catholic tollers with filial sub- 
mission refuse to accept.’’ Following this 
compliment to the Masons, the Cardinal dis- 
guseee the dangers of the Masonic brother- 

ood, 

AN APPEXL TO THE HOLY SEF. 
Leaving this fleld, he comes to a considera- 
tion of the character the Church will be given 
by her attitude in this matter. He pleads for 
the Church to be watchful, lest she be branded 
as ‘‘un-American,’’ and eloquently calls upon 
the Propaganda to remember that the greatest 
and grandest title of the Church to the affec- 
tion, love and devotion of Americans lies isa 
her being ‘‘the friend of the people.’’ 

THE SUMMING UP. 
Some ecclesiastical aspects of the case in- 
tervene between this vigorous appeal and the 
summing up, in which the Cardinal gives the 
following reasons why the Holy See cannot 
entertain a proposal to condemn the Knights 
of Labor: 
1. Because such a condemnation does not 
appear to be justified either by the letter or 
spirit of its constitution, of its laws, or by 
the declarations of its leaders. 
2. Thatsuch a condemnation does not ap- 
pear necessary in view of the transient form 
of the organization and of the social condl- 
tion of the United States. 
8. That it would not be prudent on account 
of the reality of the wrongs of the working- 
men, and the fact that the existence of such is 
allowed bythe American public. 
4. Thatit would be dangerous to the repu- 
tation of the Church in our democratic coun- 
tr

It was Edwin Forrest, we think, who first 
played Hamlet in Chicago. At that time 


The muskrat and the wagtail snipe 
then frolicked and disported where now the 
palatial residence of George M. Pullman rears 
its pretentious front; at that time, too, Uncle 
Dick Hooley sang topical songs with great 
Col. J. H. McVicker flourished as the 
popular comedian. Dr. Patterson and Long 
bleak prairie where Marshall Field's big whole- 
sale stone fort now stands, and the untram- 
melied Indian coped with the buffalo on the 
rolling waste where now are to be found 
the packing houses, the lard re- 
fineries, and the rendering establishments 
of our most cultured fellow townsmen, the 
members of the Chicago Literary Club. To 
this community, as it existed at 
that time, Edwin Forrest’s Hamiet 
was a revelation, and a delightful 
one. Itcameasa kind of encour- 
agement tothe ambitious, bustling, 
noisy Western town. It wasa lusty 


Hamlet; stout, stubborn, forceful 
and vigorous as a prosperous 
butcher. It was not the boyish 


Hamlet of a Wilson Barrett, nor 
the melancholy Hamlet ofa Booth, nor the 
impressive Hamlet of a Lawrence Barrett, nor 
vet the foundered Hamlet of an Irving; it was 
the sturdy, square-toed, honest, varicose- 
yelned personation of the actor whose great- 
ness is most keenly appreciated by those who 
have heard tell of him. 

Mr. Edwin Booth has given Chicago two 
Hamlets; the first many 
years ago, the second 
quite recently. Hisfirst 
Hamlet was of the cold- 
feet order; it was the 
particular admiration 
of young women who 
ate slate pencils and of 
men who believed in 
female suffrage. Hav- 
ing seen this Hamlet several times, we were 
convinced that, if the original Hamlet were in 

reality what Mr. Booth 
represented, be could 
have been relieved of 
his malady by judicious 
prescriptions of vermi- 
fuge. Mr. Booth’s sec- 
ond Hamlet—the one 
he now presents—is a 
much healthier one, a 
trifle lame and atrifile 
eluw, perhaps, but still 
a great improvement 
upon the morbid im- 
personation of twenty years ago. 

While Mr. Booth’s dyspeptic Dane was in 
the height of his popularity, along came a 
Frenchman from Alsace—a parley- 
yoo of the name of Fechter—who 
startied us with a Hamlet which ~* 
seemed to be the child of that 
heartless, prurient Dutchman 
Goethe’s imagination. This gro- 
tesque innovation shocked our 
sensitive optics with gaudy silk 
tights and colored hosiery. Yet 
there were those who professed to 
admire this refined blasphemy. 
Even so famous a critic as Miss 
Kate Field declared that Fechter’s 
Hamlet—the left one—was a poem! But this 
was many yearsago. Atthat time Miss Field 
wasa giddy, sentimenta! girl, just out of a 
convent. Itis probable that her ideal Hamlet 
is no longer astrawberry blonde with Dolly 
Varden nether garments. 

Another Hamlet which we must speak of is 
Mr. Lawrence Barrett's, and—to quote a cant 
phrase—we speak of it more in 
sorrow thanin anger. We regard 
it as a cold, passionless, bloodless 
Hamlet, with just the faintest sug- 
gestion of bronchitis. It is a 
m self-conscious Hamlet and a well- 
=m bred Hamlet; it never forgets the 
m ‘‘l. u.e.,’’ nor neglects to meas- 
mure off so much carpet to as much 
ma heptameter. It is our opinion— 
gthe resuit of long and conscien- 

tious study—that the most com- 

fortable time in the year to hear 
Mr. Lawrence Barrett's Hamlet is August; but 
even then, in ordertoinsure against the hos- 
tile effects of low temperature, one should be 
provided with a lap robe. 

Two Hamlets have come over to us from 
England. The first was Mr. 
Henry Irving, who reaped a 
agers harvest as a reward for 
iis admirable imitations of the 
aes American comedian, 
fenry E. Dixey. Of this gen- 
tleman’s Hamlet we have little 
nang It was stiff, halting and 
erky throughout. Perceiving 
how unevenly it ran, we would 
not have been surprised had the 
Spavined Dane interrupted his 
death soliloguy with Gloster’s 
lines: 

Where sits deformity to mock my body 
And shape my legs of an unequal size? 

A much more symmetrical Hamlet was Mr. 

Wilson Barrett's, yet even this performance 

_ Was not without its defects. It 
* was teo reposetul,too undulating, 
too effeminate in its contours and 
too sensuous in its movement. It 
was sucha Hamlet as, we sur- 
mise, would create a profound 
sensation among the dudes if it 
were to appear at the head of the 
procession in the grand march in 
the third act of one of Col. John 
A. MecCaull’s comic operas. 
Still, this kind of Hamlet has its 
admirers, andasit is called the 
boy Hamlet we can at least hope 
that it. will acquire the sharply 
defined angles of virility when it has put on 
the toga Virilis. 

We prefer not to speak of Miss Anna Dickin- 
s0n’s Hamlet; we shall 
be content to give our 
readers & picture of it. 
The creation, as will be 
observed, is tolerably 
Symmetrical, and, in 
spite of those environ- 
ments which naturally 
and properly curtail a 
complete view of its 
merits, it is altogether 
of the substantial order.

ROGER WILLIAMS’ UNIVERSITY. 


The Revolt of the Students Against the 
Management. 
By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, March 3.—The American Baptist 
Home Mission Society, which has the man- 
agement of thirty-six different school proper- 
ties, valued at $630,000, and supplying educa- 
tion to about 3,500 colored students in differ- 
ent Southern cities, isat present engaged in 
an attempt to reooncile serious differences 
which have arisen between 137 students of 
Roger Williams University, situated at Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and its President, Dr. W. 
H. Stifler, and Treasurer T. E. Balch. 
The nature of these differences was ex- 
plained in a report which was submitted 
to the Rev. Dr. H. L. Morehouse, Secretary of 
the society. He read it and said, quoting from 
the report as he proceeded: ‘‘This report evi- 
dently emanates from Dr. Duke. I would say, 
in the first place, that there is no ‘war.’ There 
is a serious disagreement between some of the 
students and the two gentlemen named. In 
the second place, 137 students have not been 
dismissed. None have yet been dismissed. 
About one hundred announce their purpose 


to leave if the officers are continued. 
In the third place, there is no 
‘war of races.’ The color question 
is not involved. In the fourth place, 


no one has any right to say that ‘the removal 
of Dr. Stifierand Mr. Balch would haye al- 
ready occurred, but for the urgent demand of 
r. Stifler for a further hearing.’ In the fifth 
place the ‘outside pressure,’ whether of indi- 
viduals or of ‘certain Baptist newspapers,’ 
has evidentiy nothing to do in determining 
the course of the board. The matter has been 
and wil) be considered on its merits regardless 
of pressure or threats from any quarter. 
BALCH’ S OBNOXIOUS METHODS. 
‘‘The difficulty began first with Mr. Balch, 
whose strict business methods were obnoxious 
to the students. It extended to other mat- 
ters. They made charges against him and de- 
manded of the President his removal. The 
President, indignant that such charges should 
be made, demanded their withdrawal. A 
special investigation was made, as stated, at 
Nashville in December: The boardin New 
York felt that the hearing asked by Dr. Stifler 
and Mr. Balch should be given. This was done 
February 21. The result was a vote of 
confidence in Mr. Balch, that in his 
tinancial management and in his moral influ- 
ence in connection With the institution, he 
has been without reproaeh, and we expressed 
our disbelief in and our severe reprobation of 
certain charges publicly circulated against 
him. It was also voted that the charges 
against Dr. Stifler do not in themselves con- 
stitute sufficient grounds for any action in the 
direction of his removal at present from the 
presidency of Roger University. It was,how- 


éver, decided that in view of the 
existing lack of harmony in the 
management of the institution, a change of 
administration in the near future may be 


necessary. Much will depend upon advices 
to-day and to-morrow as to the course that 
will be pursued. I prefer to say nothing, as to 
the probable outcome.’’ 

Dr. Morehouse did not care to mention what 
the other matters were to which dissatis‘ac- 
tion with the Treasurer extended. He said 
that he believed the affair, which had been 
started by four er five students, kad been 
fomented until it gained an importance of 
which it was not worthy, and would in all 
probability be settled within a day or two.

My conduct, I frankly confess, was shameful. 
It is the only shame to which I in truth to my- 
self was ever right in confessing, for despite 
the flings made at mein other instances, 1, as 


before statea, vanquished my enemies 
and came from the fire like~ purest 
gold. This action as now brought 
was to ciose my mouth. If charged 


with breach of promise, I could show why I 
would not, could not, without forever dis- 
gracing myself, marry this woman. The 
reason is a secret. The Opposing counsel 
know it. She has treated me unjustly in thus 
forcing meé to silence.

THE INVESTIGATION OF THE PACIFIC RAIL- 
ROADS A FIXED FACT. 


The Bill Awaiting the President’s Signa- 
ture—A Deep Laid Plot Defeated—The 
Lobby Gives Up—Scope of the Investiga- 
tion Authorized by the Bill. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 3.—The Pacific 
investigation measure went through the House 
safely yesterday. In the morning, while the 
fisheries bill was being considered, Mr. Bel- 
mont had the floor. At the request of several 
gentlemen interested in the resolution, Mr. 
Belmont yielded to Mr. Crisp long enough to 
enable him to get the measure sent to the 
conference committee. Mr. Morrison up- 
braided Mr. Belmont for giving way. Mr. Bel- 
montreplied that he gave way because he con- 
sidered the matter of paramount importance. 
One or two members called outto Mr. Morrison 
at this point, asking him if he was opposed 
to the Pacific Railroad investigation. At this 
Mr. Morrison fell back. There was not an op- 
posing vote when thereference was made to 
the conference committee. The House con- 
ferees were promptly appointed, and met 
within the House with the conferees from the 
Senate. An agreement on the measure was 
speedily reached. The only change made in 
the measure as it passed the Senate was to 
give the President power to appoint the Com- 
missioners without confirmation bythe Sen- 
ate, unless the Senate should be called to- 
gether in extra session. During the latter 
part of the day Mr. Crisp secured the unan- 
imous ratification of the conference report in 
the House. Just before the Senate took the 
recess in the afternoon, Mr. Hoar there ob- 
tained the approval of the conference report 
without objection. The matter now goes to 
the President for his signature. 

THE LOBBY GIVES UP. 

The people who have been opposing this in- 
vestigation now give itup. None of them are 
bold enough to claim that the President will 
vetoit. The sequel shows a great triumph for 
the WORLD. Itis the closing chapter in its 
presentation of the case against the Pacific 
Railroads. Nearly @ year ago it began the 
work of exposing the character of the funding 
bills then pending in Congress. These bills 
were skillfully devised to deceive the most 


honest members. They were practically pre- 
pared to surrender the Government interests 
in these roads and to grant to these corpora- 
tions larger subsidies than were ever before 
given them. 

THE PLOT DEFEATED. 

The plot was well prepared and came very 
near being carried out. Mr. Springer and Mr. 
Henly, in the House, are entitled to credit for 
leading the opposition. Without their work 
the funding bill would have certainly passed 
the House. In the Senate, Mr. McPherson is 
entitled to the most conspicuous credit for the 
fight he madethere. Instead of a proposition 
for granting a direct subsidy, lhe roads now 
have to pay a commission with a range of 
inquiry reaching far beyond anything 
ever outlined before in an _ Official in- 
vestigation. The developments will be 
more interesting than anything ever 
brought out before in the history of these 
roads. Enough testimony already has bean 
secured to warrant the belief that at least one 
Senator will be ruined, and if the examination 

oes to the bottom a long list of legal fees will 

e discovered, proving every charge made 
against the corrupting influences of these 
roads in Washington. 

SCOPE OF THE INVESTIGATION. 

The bill authorizing an investigation of-the 
accounts of the Pacific roads provided for the 
appointment of three commissioners by the 
President. It is made the duty of the com- 
mission to examine into the working and 
financial management of all the railroads that 
have received aid from the Government 
in bonds; to ascertain whether they have 
observed all the obligations imposed on them 
and whether their books and accounts are or 
have been so kept as to show the net earnings 
of the aided roads, or whether there ig a dis- 
crimination of rates in favor of unaided 
against aided roads; whether any and, if so 
how much, money is due and owing to the 
United States on account of mistaken ac- 
counts, reports made by said roads; and also 
to inquire into the report as to the kind, char- 
acter and amount of assets of said roads now 
subject to the lien of the uovernment,and also 
whether any dividends have been unlawfully 
deciared by the directors, or paid to the 
stuckbolders of said companies, and, if so, to 
what extent, and whether the amount thereof 
may not be recovered; whether any new stock 
or bonds have been issued without authority 
of law; what amounts of money or credit have 
been, Or are now loaned or borrowed, by any 
of said compunies to any persons or corpora- 
tions, What amounts of money or other valua- 
ble consideration have been expended or paid 
out by said companies, and further, to inquire 
and report whether said companies have paid 
money or done any other act orthing for the 
purpose of influencing any legislation. 

The commissioners are also authorized to 
consider and report whether the interests of 
the United States require any extension of 
time for performance of the obligations to the 
United States of said companies. One hundred 
thousand dollars is appropriated for the pur- 
bose of the investigation. The President is 
authorized to redeem prior liens if such a 
course is deemed advisable. Itis further pro- 
vided that the sinking funds of the Pacific 
companies may be invested in the first mort- 
gage bonds of the companies.
